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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Tremesha S. Willies and Gary D. Yacura (Reg. No. 35416) on 4/13/07. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1, (Currently Amended) A system to compensated for the effects of packet delay 
on a voice over internet protocol (Voip) system, comprising: 

a buffer for receiving speed packets in the Voip system; 

a playback device for adjusting the playback speed of the received speech 
packets; and 

a buffer manager for detecting packet jitter in the buffer and for sending 
commands to the playback device to adjust playback speed based on the detection, 

wherein the buffer manager measures a distance between an earliest detected 
out of sequence packet and a beginning of the buffer po i nt of dotoctod packot ji tter i n 
tho buffor and an oar l iost paokot i n tho buffer , and controls the playback device to 
increase or decrease the playback speed dependent on the measured distance. 

8. (Currently Amendment) The system of claim 5, wherein the buffer manager 
controls the playback device to decrease the playback speed when the distance 
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between the earliest po i nt of detected out of sequence packet and the beginning of titter 
and tho ear li est packot in the buffer is less than a given distance. 

1 5. (Currently Amendment) A method of compensating for the effects of packet 
delay on a voice over internet protocol (VoIP) system, comprising the steps of: 

detecting an amount of jitter in the arrival of speech packets; 

adjusting a playback speed of the speech packets based on the detection; and 

sending commands related to adjusting the playback speed to a playback device, 
wherein when the packet jitter is detected, a distance between an earliest po i nt whoro 
tho packot j i tter is detected out of seguence packet and a beginning of a buffer and an 
oarliost pack e t is measured, and the playback speed is increased or decreased 
dependent on the measured distance.^ 

19. (Currently Amendment) The method of claim 17, wherein when one or more 
out of sequence packets are detected, a distance between aft the earliest detected out 
of sequence packet and the ear li est pack e t i n beginning of the buffer is measured, and 
playback speed is decreased when the measured distance between the earliest 
detected out of sequence packet and the e ar lie st pack e t in beginning of the buffer is 
less than a given distance.
